We  find  from  our  past  inquiries  that  there  are  many  who  would  like  to  have  more  natives 

in  their  gardens  but  who  are  not  quite  sure  of  what  they  want  and  how  their  garden 

conditions  might  meet  the  need  of  native  plants.  In  the  first  place  we  are  located  where 

we  have  considerable  snow  and  cold  weather.  This  condition  is  bound  to  give  hardy  plants. 

There  are  certain  plants  we  can  recommend  to  one  about  to  start  in  on  natives,  not  alone 
because  they  are  hardy  and  of  easy  culture,  but  attractive  and  representative  as  well.  I  will 
mention  a  few  in  the  order  of  their  blooming  period.  Also,  these  plants  need  nothing  in 
the  way  of  planting  outside  of  regular  garden  conditions,  CYNOGLOSSUM  (blue)  is  very 
early;  then  SCARLET  LARKSPUR  and  blue  ACONITUM,  COLUMBINE  truncata,  (red) 
and  Coerulea  (blue),  Pentsemons  Heterophyllus  (blue)  and  Rupicola  (pink),  Dicentras, 

SILENE  Californica  and  Hookerii,  and  for  the  latest  bloomer  a  fine  Zauschneria.  Here, 
for  about  $2.00,  one  can  find  a  selection  of  natives.  The  bulbous  plants  are  also  easy  to  raise 
and  offer  no  trouble  to  a  gardener.  Another  selection  of  plants  that  is  excellent  for  the 
shady  side  of  the  house  includes  the  following:  CLINTONIA,  ASARUM  CAUDATUM, 
BLUE-EYED  GRASS,  TRILLIUMS,  some  of  the  LILLIES  and,  of  course,  many  of  the 
FERNS.
